Mrs. Kennedy said she 


uas married by Biigham Young-, an 
aroslle of the church to James Fran- 
cis Johnson, a polygamist, since tUe 
n,anlfei>to of 1890, and that she has 
had two children by that husband. 
The marriage was performed in Mexico 
according to the- witness, at the home 
of a hi£h_offlcial of the church. 


Eleven Since Manifesto. 
While testifying today 
President: 


Smith of the Mormon church, admitted 
h<> was the father of eleven children 
by his various wives since the mani- 
festo of 1SDO. 
Chairman 
Burrows 


asked: 


"How 
many chilclien have you now, 


Mr. Smith''" 


"Forty-two," IMIS the answer, "twen- 


t.v-one boys and twenty-one girls, and 
I arn proud of every one of them." 
Senator Overman said he had 
a 


pamphlet 
saying that 
Jesus Christ 


was a polygamist. 
Turning to Smith 


h(s asked: 
"Is that -\vhat your church teaches?" 
"No, sir," •nils the response "What 


we teach is that Jesus Christ 
was 


descended through a long line of poly- 
gamists through David and down to 
Abiaham." 
With that Mr. Smith left 


the stand, having been, the only wit- 
ness iiv-the five days the hearing had 
piogiessed. 


A Plural Wife.

Utah, uho testified to having ll>e.en 
niailied Into a plural marriage since 
the manifesto of i890.

riage WHS at Diaz, Mexico, in 1896, 
to James Francis Johnson, who already 
had one vvife. 
She sepaiated from 
Johnson five years later and after- 
wards married her .present husband 
\vho is an Kpiscopallan.

Roosevelt today transmitted to con- 
gress the report of Charles J.' Bona- 
parte-and Clinton Rogers Woodruff in 
the matter of irregularities in .the In- 
dian Territory. 
The president says: 


"I call special attention to the con- 


dition of affairs in the Indian Ter- 
ritory as therein set forth. 
In ac- 


cordance with the recommendation of 
Messrs. Bonaparte and Woodruff, the 
members of the commission 'to the 
five civilized tribes have 
been in- 


formed that if they are to continue in 
service they must cease all connection 
with the business operations, of any 
kind in the territory where it' is' pos- 
sible their official position could be 
of any effect upon their private busi- 
ness even though no such effect be 
in fact shown. 
"What furjther action if any, Is to 


be taken in regard to* the commission 
or any of its members'by the executive 
will be determined upon afte 
consultation with the secretary 
interior and careful consideratl 
alt facts in the case.

street and Fountain avenue, where 
they hung him to a telegraph pole 
and the mob spent a'half hour riddling 
the body with bullets from several 
hundred revolvers, 
The mob forced 


an entrance to the jail by battering in 
the east doors with railroad iron. 


A Hardy Whltlock Needed. 
,A mob of 500 had, gathered at the 


ja^ll, and was addressed by Sheriff 
Routzahan who pleaded with them to 
disperse. 
The appeal had no> effect 


and by B o'clock the mob had 
in- 
i'teased to 800. 
They lacked p, leader, 


and by 10:30 many went uway, and 
It was the opinion that no attempt 
would be made to force an entrance. 
Sma.ll groups of men, however, re- 


mained at various points in the neigh- 
borhood. 
About 11 o'clock the crowd 


commenced to gather 'again and the 
excitement grew. 
Caries of "Lynch the 


negro" were interpeised 
with 
re- 


volver shots. 


Engaged Police. 
, 


A small crowd opposite the south 


entrance to the jail occupied .the at- 
tention of the police, while the main 
body attacked the east door with a 
battering ram of railroad iron. 
The 


door gave way and the mob surged into 
the jail, overpowering the sherilf and 
deputies. 
.The police were called in 


from the south door to defend the 
cells against the mob. 
In five min- 
utes the south door was battered down 
and the 1ail was filled with excited 
men. 
Outside fully 1,500 blocked all 
entrances and yard gates. 
The "en- 
trance to the cell room went*down be- 
fcra the mob's attack. 


Authorities Give Up.' 
The authorities, seeing, further re- 
sistance was useless, and to avoid pos-> 
slble great loss of life, consented to 
the demand of the mob for the right 
man. 
He was dragged from his cell 
to the jail door and thence down the 
stone steps to the paved court 
in 


the jail yard. 
Fearing an attempt

Sbot Him On Ground. 
Some one knocked the negro to the

Nine shots,were fired into his pros-

surged into Columbia avenue 
and 
marched to Fountain avenue, one

around Dixon's neck and the body 
hauled up. 


Filled Corpae with Lead. 
For thirty minutes the body was 
kept swaying back ana forth from 
the force of the rain of bullets poured 
ift on it.

Frequently the arms would fly up 


Convulsively when a 
muscle 
was

Doea slavery still exist In the south? 
This question has been asked many 


times since the arrival in Syracuse of 
Caroline Hixson, who tells a story so 
wonderful as to be almost beyond be- 
lief/Were it not for the fact that part 
of 'her story is known to be true the. 
whole would be immediately discredit- 


Mrs, Hixson arrived from the south 


on Dec. 12. 
She made the remarkable 


statement to the police authorities that 
she had run away from her master; m 
Georgia, arid had walked a distance of 
more than 1,000 miles by rail. The old 
negress said that she had been, kid- 
napped in Syracuse fifty-six years ago, 
had been taken south, and had remain- 
ed In slavery there until her escape a 
fyw months ago. 
The wrinkled and 


bent old woman's story was put down 
to the vagaries of. a disordered mind 
until she mentioned a relative, a cous- 
in. Mrs. Sarah 3. pardy. 
Police Lieutenant Charles Fesenmey- 


er happened to know a colored family 
of that name and the old woman was 
taken to the Hardy home. The recogni- 
tion was mutual and Mrs. Hardy her- 
self an old woman corroborated the 
story of the kidnapping and the woman 
having- been -taken south. They had sup- 
posed that she was dead years ago. 
They immediately offered her a home, 
and she will be taken care of during 
the rest of her life. 


Held in Slavery.

The strange part of the story is that 


Mrs. 
Hixson says .she had been held in 


slavery lip to the present time. She 
seems to know that there yas a war; 
and talks about "before the war" and 
"after. the war." When asked if she 
did not know that the war was over 
and t^ie slaves free she said: "We 
knowed -dat dere was a war goin" on 


ana Mat. It wuz'ober, but dat .dldn' 
make no dlffrence. 
We couldn't gi 


away if we wanted 
to, 'cause de; 


watched' 
us wld bloodhounds- and 
es, we didn't know much about it. 
Didn't the soldiers come to the Hix- 


Bon plantation, drive 
off the slaves 


bum the buildings or anything of thai 
kind?" she was asked. 
"Dey wuz fightln'.all around us and 


de southern soldiers got whipped aw- 
ful bad," the old woman answered, bu 
dey didn't git us. 
When de soldiers 
was a-comln" de master he chained us 
all together and he drove us off, taking 
eberyt'ing out o' de big house wid him 
and leavln' eberyt'ing bare and empty 
Den we went and 
went fur three 


weeks. Bimeby, after de flghtln1 wuz 
all over, he brung ua back. Dat's what 
dey did on all de plantations 'rOunc 
dere. 
Dey took de slaves away when 


the Yankees came near, and hid ua 
way off till de fightin' was ober." 
300 Nooroes Still Serfs. 


As Mrs. Hixson tells it, there are 


still .about 300 slaves on the Hixson 
plantation, guarded by fourteen blood 
hounds «and many bosses. 
She says 
that the Hixson plantation is one of 
the largest in that neighborhood and 
has many buildings on it,, but she 
doesn't know in what part of Georgia 
it is, and can not tell the names of the 
cities or towns near it. 
The woman says she was employed 
in the cotton fields and at picking or- 
anges^a'nd also In the "big house." She 
also drove teams carrying the cotton, 
sugar, tobacco and oranges from the 
plantation "to the ships." Thus it 
would appear that the plantation may 
have been near Savannah. 


Mrs. Hixson's story of her kidnaping 


Is corroborated by many of the oldest 
colored persons in Syracuse. The old 
woman seems to have al clear Idea of 
the war, but 
sticks to the assertion 


that the slaves on the Hixson planta- 
tion are held up to the present time. 


Apparently she has been through all 
that she says she 
has, in stealing 


northward by night, but whether this 
happened forty years ago or a year 
ago is hard to tell. 
It is possible that 


half her life has been a mental blank, 
and that having regained her senses 
she has just regained her freedom. The 
s^ory of her identity and her kidnaping, 
is true, and has been told in the Haz- 
ard family for three generations. Now 
that the 
woman 
comes back 
so 
strangely they believe her weird story, 
that slavery still exists in the heart of 
Georgia and that she has just escaped. 
—New York Sun.

When a 
number of schools are brought togeth- 
er and united in one large eohoiii the 
facilities are much better. 


County Superintendent Jon<>s fav- 


ors the plan of consolidation and like- 
ly he will advance the idea in want 
parts of' tha county where .ha thinks 
that it may be carried out to advan- 
tage. ' 


In some other states the plan has 


been carried out with results highly 
beneficial. 
Consolidation necessitates 


the transportation of pupils and this 
is one of the problems. When several 
schools are brought together in 
one 


the district is larger and some of the 
pupils must go a long distance. They 
cannot walk and some mode of trans- 
portation must be provided. This Is 
generally done by means /of covered 
wagons, artificially heated, holding fif- 
teen or twenty children and driven by 
reliable men under contract and bond.

cheaper to transport the children than 
it is to built schools for them. In 
other words it is easier to take the 
children to a good school than 'it is
